And whereas according to the duty of all 
lawful Superiors, we are obliged to proteR 
and defend our good Inhabitants and Sub- 
jets with all poſſible means againſt Force 
and Oppreſſion, we cannot according to 
common Right and the Pradtice of all Nati- 
ons, be obliged to ſuffer, that the aforclaid 
Kings, or their SubjeRs ſhould be ſupplied 
by any one in the world with ſuch Neceſla- 
ries and Materials wherewich they may ap- 
parently be enabled to offend us and our In- 
habitants; therefore we would by theſe have 
all our Allies, Friends and Neutrals, and 
generally all People and Nations to be ad- 
vertiſed, and ſcriouſly intreated and warned, 
that during the preſent Differences berween 
this Stare, and rhe aforeſaid Kings of Frexce 
and Great Brittany, that they will not ſend 
out, carry, or tranſport from any Lands,
